—Tho fol 
lowing telegram was received by Gov. Mar 
maduke from CoL Norman J Col man, com 
roissloner of apiculture: 

"WA8HINOT05, April SS.-Hon. John S. 
Marmaduke, governor of Missouri: In ac- 
cordance with the act nf congrea* approved 
May UO, MM, establishing a bureau of ani- 
mal industry, I herewith transmit to you 
rules and regulations deemed necessary for 
the speedy and effectual suppression and ex- 
tirpation of pleuro-pneuinonia in the state of 
Missouri, and I respectfully invite your civ 
operation as chief executive of the state of 
Missouri in the plans and methods fixed by 



bureau of animal industry shall be 
satisfied and report to the commis- 
sioner of agriculture thnt contagious 
pleuro-pm-umonia or other dangerous, in re- 
turns or ommunicative dfcMkM mists in anv 
state or territory, and is linblo to spread 
from such state or territory into another 
ftate or territory, the commissioner of agri 
culture will designate one or more officers 
or employes of said bureau, whose duty It 
idiall be to proceed immediately to the local- 
ity where sui'li in factious or communicable dts- 
ease is reported to exist, and either establish 
suitable <|uarautino regulation to prevent 
tho spread of said disease, or assess the v " 
of any animal or animals which it may be 
found necessary to destroy in order to extir-

"It shall tie the duty of such officers or 
employes detailed for the purpose aforesaid 
to report, to the commissioner of agriculture 
the number of cattle they have found nec- 
essity to destroy, with the names of their 
ssed value of sold cattle, 
officers or employes shall 
■aid owner or owners cer- 
the number of cattle so 
killed and the assessed value there- 
of. Upon receiving said report the commis 
sioner of agriculture shall examine the same, 
and if he approves of the proceedings of said 
officers and employes, anil the assessment 
made by them, he may order

owners of the cattle destroyed ; and if 
shall disapprove of the amounts so assess* 
he may order the |>ayiiient to said owners 
such sum as he may deem a right anil n 
sonable compensation for said cattle.
